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BACKS TO WALL 
TURKS ARE MAKING 
THEIR LAST STAND 


Decisive Battle Renate Raging 
All Along the Line, 


OUTCOME WILL SETTLE WAR 


Whatever the Result of the Battle 
It Is Believed It Will Cause In- 
tervention By the Powers.

London, October 29.—The long- 
&Waited battle which will decide the 
fate of Turkey now is being fought. 
The army under Nazim Pasha, minis- 
ter of war and commander-in-chief, is 
engaged and, according to QOonstant!- 
nople official dispatches, the opera- 
tions are favorable the Ottomans. 
The dispatches, however, not indi- 
cate where the chief action is taking 
place or how the opposing forces com- 
pare. 

It is Turkey's last chance to retrieve 
an almost hopeless campaign. Nazim 
Pasha is fighting with his back to the 
wall; his communications have been 
cut and it is impossible for him to get 
fresh supplies or reinforcements. 

In Constantinople the feeling of con- 
fidence is reviving. It is belleved that 
the war minister has at last assumed 
the offensive. But this ts by no means 
certain, as the battle may have been 
forced upcn him. 

Sofia dispatches indicate a contin- 
ued forward movement of the Bul- 
g@arians, but give no details. There Is 
still no confirmation of the reported 
capture of Luleburgas, Demotica’ and 
Drama. 

The Allies Are Advancing. 


The Bulgarians still are sighting in 
the direction of Visa in pursuance of 
their plan to advonce to the extreme 
east In the direction of Canstantinople. 
The Greeks aleo are marching, with 
yictories to their credit. towards Sal- 
ontki, where the feeling of extreme 
anxiety is sald to prevall and provti- 
sions ar* running short. The fact that 
no apparent effort is being made to 
stem the Greek advance to Salonikt 
is held t indicate that the bulk of 
Turkey's army there has been trans- 
ferred to Thrace. 

No recent information has been re- 
ceived of the operations around Scu- 
tari or other points <#e the west, and 
Sofia today observed a significant 
silence. 

Diplomatic activities continued in 
London. The Premier Asquith had an 
uudience with the king today. 

No formal action has been taken or 
is likely to be taken until the result of 
the great battle Is known. 

TIRKS AND BALKAN ARMIES 
ENGAGED IN GREAT BATTLE 

Constantinople, October 29.—A late 
telewram, received from Nazim Pasha, 
says that the battle begun today is 
still being waged with great violence. 
lie adds that the situation for the 
Ottoman troops is very favorable. 

Anothed official dispatch reports 
fixshting yesterday and today Letween 
Uskub Dere, to the east of Kirk- 
Kilisseh, and Visa. Two battalions of 
Rulearians were cut off from the main 
body and sustained heavy losses. 

Fighting continues between 
Greeks ang Turks in the Kodani re- 
gion of Macedonia. According to re- 
ports given out the Greeks are being 
driven back. 

Dispatches dated three days ago give 
the first news received here of the pre- 
carious position of the western army, 
which was admitted to be grave. It is 
asserted, however, that a considerable 
force was still concentrated at Veles 
disputing the advance of the Servians 
and Bulgarians. 

TURKISH GRAND VIZIER QUITS; 
KIAMIL PASHA IS APPOINTED 

London, October 29.-—The resignation 
ef the Turkish grand vizier, Chazi 
Ahmet Moukhtar Pasha, was announc- 
ed this afternoon, says a dispatch from 
Constantinople Kiamil Pasha, presi- 
dent of the counctl of state, has been 
appointed his successor. 

TURK FORTRESS OF VERKIA 
AT THE MERCY OF THE GREEKS 

Athens, October 29<—The 
strong Turkish fortress of Verria has 
been placed absolutely at the mercy of 
the invading Greek army, which has 
capured the Tripomatos defiles forming 
the key to the situation. The capture 
of the town of Verria itself is only a 
question of hours. 

The Turkish army around Monastir 
will be cut off when Verria falls, and 
will be unable to communicate either 
with Saloniki or Constantinople. 

Verria lies to the north of the town 
of Servia, on the way tw Saloniki, 
whence a railroad runs.

NEW YORK SAFE FOR WILSON 


Gov. Harmon of Ohio Says Wilson 
Will Poll More Votes Than Taft 
and Roosevelt Combined. 


New York, October 29.—(Special.)— 
Governor Judson Harmon, of Ohio, 
started from the Bowling Green -build- 
ing at 1 o’clock-this afternoon to walk 
up Broadway to national democratic 
headquarters in the Fitth Avenue 
building, a distance of 3 miles, making 
on the way nearly two score stops. 

The Ohio governor did not miss 4 
political headquarters and made it his 
business to saunter up to various 
groups of men without making him- 
self known to inquire how the elec- 
tlon was gotng in New York state. 
Sweep for Democrats, Says Harmon. 

Arriving itn National Chairman Wil- 
llam F. McCombs’ office, he said: 

“In an hour’ walk I have convinced 
myself that New York state is going 
for Wilson and Marshall by the largest 
majority ever given a democratic can- 
didate in this state; furthermore, Il 
wish to go on record as saying that 
Governor Wilson will poll more of the 
popular votes in the whole country 
than Taft and Roosevelt combined.” 

Governor Harmon was given a re- 
markable reception in Chairman Mc- 
Combs’ office when Senator Bacon, of 
Georgia; Senator Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia; Senator O'Gorman, of New 
York, and Senator John Sharp Wil- 
liams and Judge Wiliam Hughes, can- 
didate for senator in New Jersey, ten- 
dered their respects to him. 

“Why, this looks like a meeting of 
the senate,” said Governor Harmon. 

“We are all proud to pay our re- 
spects to you, Governor Harmon,” 
said Senator O'Gorman. 

Chairman McCombs introduced the 
Ohio executive to all the national com- 
mitteemen at headquarters and prac- 
tieally every one of the two hundred 
employees crowded into the chair- 
man's office to pay their respects. 

“I cannot tell you how deeply I ap- 
preciate this reception,” said Governor 
Harmon. “I want to teil Chairman 
McCombs and you other good demo- 
cratic workers that I have been from 
California to Rhode Island, and there 
is absolutely no doubt that the demo- 
crats will sweep this country as it 
has never been swept betore. The re- 
publicans have exhausted thelr cry of 
rainy days and it is now only a ques- 
tion of who will run second. Roose- 
velt, from all I] have been able to 
learn, has the best chance of taking 
second place.” 

Senator O’Gorman Confident. 


Senator James O'Gorman, who has 
just completed a speaking tour for 
Wilson and Marshall in the middle 
west, returned to New York today. He 
xives a very flattering report of po- 
litical conditions and is confident that 
there can be no possible question Tre- 
garding Governor Wilson's election. 
lie said: 

“Tl have visited Ohio, 
igan, lllinols and Iowa and the evi- 
dences of the disintegration of the 
republican party in those states are 
abundant. In all theSe states. the 
democrats are united and confident of 
success. Roosevelt will lead Taft in 
all the states I have named, and the 
democratic vote will be increaseqg by 
large accessions from the ranks of the 
vld republican organization. 

“In every community there are large 
humbers of old-time republicans who 
cannot support either Taft or Roose- 
velt and naturally turn to Governor 
Wilson. 

“In Michigan, Illinois and Iowa the 
anti-Taft sentiment is especially 
strong, because of the _ president's 
attitude on Canadian reciprocity, nor 
has he improved his prospects by seek- 
ing to alarm the country by his panic 
talk.”

DIVIDEND IS PASSED

October 298.—The United 
company today passed 
dividend of $3 a share. 
The establishment of the parcels post 
and a decrease in the company's earn- 
during’ the last fiscal year were 
among the reasons given by directors 

for the failure to declare the divi- 
dend. The company has paid dividends 
continuously since 1896. The annuai 
rate of 6 per cent was established in 
1910. 

The following statement was issued 
by the company: 

“The directors of the United States 
Express company decided not to de- 
clare the semi-annual dividend usually 
paid in November. For the year end- 
ing June 30, 1912, gross revenue from 
operations increased $709,181. The in- 
crease of expenses was $1,149,194 and 
net earnings for the year from all 
sources applicable to dividends was 
$233,228. 

“In view of these results, of the es- 
tablishment of the parcels post and 
other problems now confronting the 
company and the uncertainty arising 
therefrom as to future earnings, the 
directors do n feel justified in de- 
claring the dividend at time.”

Fraud Charge Made. 

The petition to the comptroller gen- 
eral is similar to the original petition 
filed before Judge Bell, and claims 
that the petitioners were induced by 
fraudulent means to purchase stock, 
and that Joel F. Armistead wag to be 
paid fees and commissions aggregat- 
ing $750,000 for the promotion of the 
“alleged company of the capital of 
$1,000,000.” 6 

Under the charter Which was asked 
for, the company was to have a cap- 
ital of $1,000,000 and a surplus of like 
amount.

that Armistead was a man who had no 
property to secure his notes, which 
were unindorsed.

The charge that there is a spirit of 
antagonism on the part of Dr. W. 53. 
Merritt, superintendent of the Battle 
Hill sanitarium, toward the Associated 
Charities, was made sy Joseph C. Lu- 
gan when the councilmanic probe was 
Dr. _ BR. 
R. Daley, chief of the staff of the | 
Anti-Tuberculosis society, testified | 
that Dr. Merritt ceased to co-operate 
with the association when he resigned 
and refused to examine patients at as- 
sociation headquarters. 

A stir was created when Mrs. Gilbert 
Fraser, prominent club woman, an 
president of the Sheltering Arms, went 
on the stand and made a vigorous de- 
fense of Dr. Merritt. She branded the 
charges as rubbish, and explained that 
they emanated from ingrates. 

Former Inmates Testify. 

The hearing consumed the _ entire 
afternoon. Most of the witnesses were 
former inmates of the home who have 
been discharged as comparatively 
cured. Carl Robinson, of 742 South 
Pryor street, said that he was chased 
out of the sanitarium by Dr. Merritt, 
but he admitted that he violated the 
rules on several occasions. 

The investigation was continued un- 
til next Tuesday. Dr. Claud A. Smith, 
city bactertoriologist, asked that the 
committee hold at least one session at 
the sanitarium. Chairman Humphrey 
said the committee would meet any 
reasonable place desired. 

The testimony of Joseph C. Logan, 
secretary of the Associated Charities, 
brought out evidence of friction be- 
tween the organization and Dr. Smith, 
the city bacteriologist, caused by al- 
leged rudeness ¢n..the part of . Dr. 
Smith when Miss Minnie Van Epps, 
a member of the association, applied 
for admission of the Scarren family to 
the sanitarium. 

Treatment of Miss Van Epps. 

The witness said that he called on 
Dr. Smith to learn why Miss Van Epps 
was treated rudely, but he could get 
not satisfaction from him.

in its work for the last two months, 
no one in the employ of this depart- 
ment has received any salary since its 
establishment and there is a doubt as 
to whether they can legally be paid, 
owing to apparent conflicts between 
the section of the general insurance 
law which fixes their salaries and cer- 
tain sections of the constituticn of 
the state of Georgia which places 
limitations upon the salaries of such 
a department. 

Attorney General Thomas 8S. Felder 
is now investigating the constitu- 
tionality of this part of the insurance 
law to make a report before the war- 
rants for the salaries of the insurance 
department are presented to the treas- 
ury department. - 

It appears that the insurance la 
fixes the total salaries of the comp- 
troller general’s department at $7,500, 
while the constitution limits the total 
of the salaries to $6,000, including. that 
of the insurance commission and a 
wild-land clerk, or at $5,000, exclud- 
ing the clerk.

were ready to proceed. 

Mr. Waters said he told Captain 
Clayton that the county woulq Legin 
when steps had been taken to avoid 
all possible complications and every- 
body knew what everybody else had to 
to. Mr. Waters suggested that a con- 
ference be held next Saturday between 
himself, Captain Donaldson, ‘the coun- 
ty supefintendent of construction, 
huperintendent Clayton, the chief of 
construction, and Councilman Harvey 
Hatcher, the chajrman of the council 
street committee, in the office of the 
mounty board, so that the whole work 
could be mapped out in every detail 
just like an army does before it goes 
into battle. This suggestion will be 
acted upon. 

Objection Is Withdrawn. 

County Gommissioner Shelby Smith 
has withdrawn any objection to the 
Ivy street work proceeding as soon as 
the Peachtree job is finished, 

The city departments and utility cor- 
porations interested in the improve- 
ment of Ivy street are busy getting 
reports ready for the chief of con- 
struction ang will furnish him in a few 
days with statements about how much 
pipe and conduits are to Le moved and 
how long it will take to do the work. 

It is probable that the regrading of 
Ivy street will be done in sections so 
that the car tracks, pipes ang conduits 
can be laid as fast as the convicts 
do the grading. Under such a plan 
the entire street will not be torn up 
at one time and the whole street kept 
blocked during the progress of the 
work. 

The 114 county convicts whieh were 
put to work on Peachtree and Baker 
streets Monday, were harg at. work 
Tuesday morning, laying Belgian blogk 
on West Baker, leveling and rolling 
East Baker street and setting curb on 
Peachtree street. 

Superintendent Donaldson found 
some of the service pipe in the way of 
the eurb on the east side of Peachtree 
street, showing another evidence of a 
lack of co-operation between the city 
and the public utility companies, This 

ipe hag to be lowered by the county 
so that the curb could be set. 

Where a Misteke In Being Made. 


Attention is being called to the fact | 


that on the Baker and Peachtree street 
work the lateral sewers, or house con- 


nections, have been stopped at the curb | 


line. These drains have been properly 
placed at depths at from 10 to 14 feet 
to eventually serve the basements of 
the buildings of the future, which will 
probably line this street? 

Under the revised width of Peach- 
tree street at this point, the sidewalks 


are 15 feet wide from eurb to property | 
city | 


line. It is understood that the 
will undertake to relay hew pavements 
over these walkways. Before these 
new pavements are laid the house con- 
nections, it is said, ought to be earried 
to the property line to prevent a sub- 
sequent tearing up of the new side- 
walks and the erection of barricades, 
or the expensive and impractical meth- 
of tunneling. 

The specifications only required these 
house eonnections to be laid toe the 
curb line, although the ordinance gov- 
erning these improvements eall for 
these connections to be made to the 
building line. It seems if the con- 
tract for sewers does not provide for 
an extension further than to a point 
just back of the curb. That on this 
work, at least, the eity or county ferces 
should complete the excavation by ex- 
tending these drains across the side- 
walks to the building line. 

Geed Werk All Over City. 

Since The Constitution started its 
street improvement campaign good re- 
sults are in evidence on all the streets 
upon which work had been long de- 
lay edi. 

On Highland avenue the Nichols Con- 
tracting company has a large foree of 
hands at work laying the pavement. 
The company now has about eighty 
days in which to complete the job, and 
there will not be another day of ex- 
tension allowed. The paving, the con- 
tractor says, will all be laid by that 
time. 

On North Boulevard the Southern 
Bitulithic company is pushing the work 
as fast as possible, and the citizens are 
mere satisfied. 

The Forsyth street paving has been 
finished. 

The paving on Fourteenth street has 
all been laid, and that street is now 
one of the best paved in the city. 

The tangle on Marietta street is be- 
ing straightened out. The county has 
begun to lay the paving on the west 
end and the city is pushing the work 
of making water and sewer connec- 
tions. 

The Georgia avenue improvement, so 
as to make a driveway from Grant 
park to West End, will be taken up 
by members of council at the next 
meeting of the street committee, and 
a definite plan arranged to get the 
work done early next year. 

The county will get to work on West 
Mitchell street, where the street has 
heen widened, as soon as the Ivy street 
improvement is finished.

HUNDREDS PAY LAST TRIBUTE | 


Mt. Gilead church, sear Ben Hill, was 
filled to overflowing with a multitude 


of sorrowing friends from three coun-) 


ties Tuesday afternoon, gathered to pay 
a last tribute to William C. Parker, 
one gf the widest known and most 
respected men of that section. He died 
Sunday at a sanitarium in Sandersville. 

Six ministers who had known Mr. 
Parker during his life and tw? long- 
time friene: made short talks extoll- 
ing the fearless honesty and gentle 
consideration for all men which had 
marked hi life. Among those speak- 
ing were Rev. J. E. England, of Ha ip- 
ton, a former pastor at Fairburn ‘when 
Mr. Parker resided there; Dr. B. F. 
Dodson, og Claytop county: Rev. O. C. 
Simmens, of Bast Point; Rev, Kellett, 
of Hapeville; Rev. R. F. Todd, of Clay- 
ton county: Rev. H. C. Dodson, of 
Campbell county; Judge L. 8S. Roan and 
J. F. Golightly, who were attorneys 
for Mr. Parker. 

The pallbearers were A. D. Adair, 
George W. McCarty, T. E. Camp, J. J. 
Fain, J. M. Wilson, J. F. Golightly, 
Judge L. S. Roan and J. D. Wood. The 
body was interred by the side of Mrs. 
Parker, who died some years ago. 

William C, Parker was born in 1835 
in Franklin county, where he grew to 
manhood. He was the son of Benjamin 
and Sarah Wilson Parker. Before the 
outbreak of the. civil war he removed 
to what is now Campbell county, Where 
he taught school for some years. 

With the first call for troops, he 
enHsted in the Fifty-third Georgia reg- 
iment, with which he served some 


months b:.fore being .ransferred to the 
commissary department of the confed- 
erate army. He was in many impor- 
tant engagements and took part in the 
battle of Gettysburg. In after life he 
Was one of the most '_ya! of veterans, 
and was never known to miss a re- 
union when his health permitted him 
to attend. ' 

After the war he weut t> Fairburn 
to live, where he accumulated large 
farming and milling iuterests. In 1889 
he became -onnected with the Adair- 
McCarty Fertilizer company, for whom 
he traveled for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Throughout his life Mr. Parker was 
one of the most devoted members of 
the Methodist church, though he. was 
liberal in his religious sympathies. 
There is scarcely a church in the four 
counties near his old home which has 
not on its records centributions from 
William C. Parker, i:@ardless of the 
creed. He frequently attended the 
Methodist conferences and was high in 
the counsels of the church. 

He married Miss Mary Ferguson, 
who died in 1892, and by whose side 
he was buried. No children curvive 
them, and his only remaining relatives 
are two sisters, Miss Fannie Parker 
and Mrs. Moss, of Lavonia, and a 
nephew end a niece, W. H. Ferguson, 
of Gibson, and Miss Mattie T. Fergu- 
son, of College Park. 

Mr. Parker was a member of the 
democratic national convention which 


nominated Grover Cleveland for the 
presidency in 1884. He was a Mason.

Waters, 82 
bushels; M. W. Turner, 78 bushels 4 
pounds; J. S. Franklin, 75 bushels 12 
pounds; H. T. Hendrix and J. A. Nevils, 
Jr., 73 bushels 1 pound, all of whom 
received cash prizes.

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WM. C. PARKER LAID TO REST: 
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HUNDREDS PAY LAST TRIBUTE 


Mt. Gilead church, sear Ben Hill, was 
filled to overflowing with a multitude 


of sorrowing friends from three coun- | 


ties Tuesday afternoon, gathered to pay 
a last tribute to William C. Parker, 
one of the widest known and most 
respected men of that section. He died 
Sunday at a sanitarium in Sandersville. 

Six ministers who had known Mr. 
Parker during his life and tw long- 
time frien¢: made short talks extoll- 
ing the fearless honesty and gentile 
consideration for all men which had 
marked hi life. Among those speak- 
ing were Rev. J. E. England, o/ Ha ip- 
ton, a former pastor at Fairburn ‘when 
Mr. Parker resided there; Dr. B. F. 
Dodson, of Claytog county: Rev. O. C. 
Simmons, of Bast Point; Rev, Kellett, 
of Hapeville; Rev. R. F. Todd, of Clay- 
ton county; Rev. H. C. Dodson, of 
Campbell county; Judge L. 8S. Roan and 
J. F. Golightly, who wers attorneys 
for Mr. Parker. 


The pallbearers were A. D. Adair, 


George W. McCarty, T. E. Camp, J. J. 


Fain, J. M. Wilson, J. F. Golightly. 
Judge L. S. Roan and J. D. Wood. The 
body was interred by the side of Mrs. 
Parker, who died some years ago. 
William C, Parker was born in 1835 
in Franklin county, where he grew to 
manhood. He was the son of Benjamin 
and Sarah Wilson Parker. Before the 
outbreak of the-civil war he removed 
to what is now Campbell county, Where 
he taught school for some years. 
With the first call for troops, he 
enHsted in the Fifty-third Georgia reg- 
iment, with which he served some 


months b-fore being ‘ransferred to the 
commissary department of the confed- 
erate army. He was in many impor- 
tant engagements and took part in the 
battle of Gettysburg. In after life he 
Was one of the most '_ya! of veterans, 
and was never known to miss a re- 
union when his health permitted him 
to attend. 

After the war he weut t° Fairburn 
to live, where he accumulated large 
farming and milling iuterests. In 1889 
he became connected with the Adair- 
McCarty Fertilizer company, for whom 
he traveled for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. ' 

Throughout his life Mr. Parkor was 
one of the most devoted members of 
the Methodist church, though he. was 
liberal in his religious sympathies. 
There is scarcely a church in the four 
counties near his old home which has 
not on its records contributions from 
William C. Parker, i:gardless of the 
creed. He frequently attended the 
Methodist conferences and was high in 
the counsels of the church.

There was 
no doubt about the failure of the com- 
modores in this respect, and as the 
referee prevailed, the official score of 
the game at least was in Virginia's 
favor by the narrowest of margins. 

The next mix-up between the teams 
occurred in Nashville in December, 
1897, being a post-season affair, that 
resulted in no scoring on either side. 
This contest was about as close as 
they make ’em, with neither side hav- 
ing any appreciable advantage. The 
last game, though, was all Virginia's 
and a score of 20 to 0 attested prob- 
ably the true relative merits of the 
two squads, which met in Louisville 
in 1898. 

Rather than decrease with the pass- 
ing years, however, interest at both 
institutions has been well kept alive, 
partly, no doubt, on account of each 
being pre-eminent in its individual 
neighborhood and partly, perhaps, on 
account of feeling engendered through 
differences growing out Southern In- 
tercollegiate Ath)etic association § af- 
fairs, the Virginians keeping aloof 
from the organization. 

Up to the last year or two there has 
been no chance of the teams getting 
together, and it looked. for several 
years —_ they would never come to- 
gether again, but the alumni of the 
two institutio ns have been getting to- 
gether and the hope of seeing an- 
nually a contest on the gridiron be- 
tween the two big educational plants 


looks assured. 

At least it will happen two 
in succession, for the uthletic manage- 
ments of the two have signed papers 
for a return engagement next year at 
Charlottesville.

MASKED ROBBERS 
GO THROUGH TRAN 


Express Car Is Dynamited and Booty 
Secured---The Robbers 
Escape. 


Muskogee, Okla., October 29.—Three 
masked men, little more than boys, 
held up and robbed southbound Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas train No. 9 
early today at Wirth, Okla., six miles 
south of Eufaula. 

The bandits flagged down the train 
as it rounded a curve onto a small 
trestle which they had set on fire. 
Uncoupling the engine, express car ani 
baggage car from the other coaches 
they ordered the engineer to run a 
half mile further south, where the 
express safe was blown and ransacked.

BEAR ATTACKS 
AND LIQUIDATION 


Subjected to 


Another Wave of Selling. 
Prices Decline. 


New York, October 29.—After several 
days of comparative calm, today’s 
stock market was subjected to an- 
other wave of liquidation and a series 
of bear attacks, which sent prices to 
the lowest level of the current move- 
ments. The selling derived much of 
its impetus from cenditions abroad. 
where most markets continued to man- 
ifest considerable apprehenSfion. WUn- 
doubtedly, however. the decline was 
materially assisted by the aggressive 
attitude of a. bearish faction here, 
which has become emboldened, not only 
by the tension across the water. but 
by such home factors as money and 
politics 

Canadian Pacific was weakest of the 
international xroup, declining over two 
points in London Lefere our opening. 
Its maximum decline here was 7 pointa, 
frem which it made but Slight re- 
covery. The urgency with which this 
stock has been offered on the Kuropean 
exchanges points to an over-extended 
bull interest. 

The settlements in London pro- 
Kressed Without great strain, although 
a failure of some importance occurred 
at that center. There were persistent 
reports of some impending trouble in 
Paris, but local bankers with. connee- 
tions at the French capital professed 
ignorance of any weakness there... 
Reading and Amalgamated Copper also 
were singled out for short selling and 
other coppers reflected the change, 
which ig said to have come over the 
condition of that industry. United 
States Steel. too, was the obfect of 
extensive bear sales. with resultant 
substantial declines. The statement of 
the Steel ‘rporation for the third 
quarter of the year, issued after the 
close of te market. disclosed total 
earnings of $30,063,512, and net earn- 
ings of $20,777,465. compareda with $25.- 
102,265 and $18,429,294 in the preced- 
ing quarter. The statement by months 
shows that August business was vast- 
ly better than that of July and slightly 
better than September. 

Bonds were lower, but relatively 
stronger than stocks. Total sales, par 
value, $1,560,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call. 


Weekly Weather Report. 


Washington, October 29.—Mean temperatures 
ranged from nearly normal! to 3 degrees below 
the normal, generally over the cetten region, 
except over Florida and southeastern Georgia 
where there was an excess of from 1 to 3 
degrees. The greatest deficiency in mean tem- 
perature occurred over northern Alabama. Weekly 
mean temperatures ranged from SO degrees to 
74 degrees over the eastern portion, from 52 
te 66 degrees over the central pertion end 
from 58 to TO degrees over the western portion 
of the cotton-growing states. 

The lowest mean temperature—50 degrees— 
oceurred at Asheville, N. (., and the h'ghest-— 
degrees —at Tarnpa.

Washington. 


October 29.—At proper 
intervals for the next six weeks 125 
enlisted men in the New York navy 
will be chewing forty kinds of tobacco 
to decide which brand shall be bought 
for navy use 

Bids were opened here today from 
fifteen dealers who want to furnish 
200,000 pounds, about a year’s supply, 
for the American navy. Prices ranged 
from 32 to 42 cents for various grades. 

The sontract may not go to the low- 
est bidder. Chemical tests will be 
made and the men’s decision will be 
the ultimate choice. Without knowing 
what Kind they are chewing, the men 
selected for the tests will be ques- 
tioned from time to time by a_ board 
of officers as to how they like various 
samples. Their tests will be the final 
court of appeal as to who gets the bid.

Taft today commuted to expire on De- 
cember 23 the five-year sentence of J. 
Otis Wilson, who pleaded guilty June 
14 of making a false entry in the books 
of the People’s National bank of Salem, 
N. Y., of which he was cashier. 

Wilson was convicted of an act aim- 
ed to oblige a woman friend of his 
wife, but committed with no intention 
to defraud. It was this fact that led 
President Taft to order his release in 
time to be home for Christmas. 

Mrs. Wilson’s friend was a business 
woman of Salem, who overdrew her 
account. To give her an opportunity 
to replenish her deposit and prevent 
officers of the bank from knowing of 
the overdraft, Cashier Wilson made a 
false entry.

SA REAL ASSET 


Rarely Ever a Crop Failure 
in This State = 


Immense Fortunes Have Been Every 


Made by Men Who. Had! 
Foresight to Investment in 
Horticulture--- Apples Will 
Soon Be as Valuable. 


In horticulture the production of the 
celebrated Georgia peach forms the 
substantial source of present income. 
This is one of the most unique devel- 
opments in Georgia or any other sec- 
tion of the United States. Only within 
the past few years did it become known 
that the Georgia climate and soll fa- 
vored commercial peach culture, but 
such has been the rapidity with which 
the industry expanded that it is ques- 
tionable if any other section can 
excel it. 

Forty years ago the only commercial 
peach orchard in Georgia embraced but 
forty acres; it was owned by J, D. 
Cunningham, and was situated within 


560 miles of Atlanta. Mr. Cunning- 
ham’s success was such as to encour- 
age him to enlarge operations, until 
finally he had 60,000 trees in bearing. 
A son of this ploneer in the peach in- 
dustry now has 260,000 trees in bear- 
ing. The immense orohards of Judge 
Gober, the Hale-Georgia Orchard com- 
pany, and J. H. Rumpt, who originated 
the famous “Elberta,”’ that thrives in 
Georgia as nowhere else, have made 
the state celebrated at home and 
abroad. | 

The only complete peach crop fail- | 
ures in Georgia were during the period 
of early experimentation, more than 
twelve years ago. In the past ten 
years there has been four partial crops 
and six highly successful seasons. he 
state contains about nineteen million 
trees, and the yield of a normal sea- 
son is approximately ten million bush- 
els, requiring seven thousand refriger- 
ator cars in handling, and valued at 
2,050,000 to $5,000,000 on the farm. 

The Georgia apple will, in the next 
ten years, push the “Elberta” and her 
sister varieties of the peach pretty 
elose for first place in the horticul- 
tural products of Georgia.

There is a certain sense of satisfac- 
tion tn knowing that one will go to 
the long rest in that same stvle and 
good taste in which one has lived. 

While there are doubtless many to 
whom this idea has occurred, it is sur- 
prising to one who has not given the 
matter a thought to visit one ef the 
several large coffin and casKet mant- 
facturing establishments in Atlanta 
and see the large number of orders 
that are filed for coffins and caskets 
by people who are living and have, to 
all appearances, no immediate pros- 
pects of shuffling offthis mortal coll. 

These orders are filed there. Some 
of them have already been filled and 
the customer may have the unique 
sensation of seeing his own casket and 
imagining how he would look through 
the glass plate upon the lid. Other 
orders are merely filed and will await 
the final order from the undertaker 
before they will be filled. 

Strange to say, money apparently 
plays no great part in the style and 
tvpes of these advance order caskets. 
[It apparently depends entirely on the 
personal taste of the person who is 


ordering the coffin. There are orders 
filled at the factories from some of the 
wealthiest people in the state of Geor- 
gia, which call for only the simplest 
sort of a coffin, while others of equal ' 


wealth lavish money upon caskets of 
the most elaborate designs. 

Just as Atlanta is at the head of the 
list in many other lines of mapufac- 
turing and business, so she stands well 
up in the running in the manufacture 
of coffins and caskets. Not that there 
is more demand for’them in Atlanta 
than elsewhere—oh, dear, no! Atlanta, 
perhaps, has more -live wires to the 
square inch than any other town In the 
southern states, but people will per- 
sist’ in dying in these other towns! 
Somebody's got to make ‘em and get 
the money for them, and Atlafita never 
misses an opportunity to improve an 
opportunity. 

The coffin and casket .factories of 
Atlanta receive orders from all over 
the southern states. The reason for 
this is that the factories here are bet- 
ter equipped to fill the most fastidious 
orders. They employ none but the 
most skilled artisans and designers. 
All styles of coffins and caskets ar- 
made here, from the modest little 
white, silk-lined receptacle which could 
suggest nothing but a babe and vio- 
lets, to the pompous copper casket ft 
for a rear admiral.

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TOURISTS FOLLOW 
HISTORIC ROUTE 


Au‘cists Like to Make Trip 
lo Chattanooga, 


Many Famous Battlegrounds 
Are Passed — Government 
Roads in Chickamauga Park 
Good—Trip May Be Made 
in 8 or 10 Hours--the Route. 


Because of its interests in good 
roads and the development of bet- 
ter conditions for the tourists, The 
Constitution has prepared auto 
routes over different sections of the 
state in the past. 

In recent years the Atlanta-Chat- 
tanooga route has become very 
popular, and the following story 
and log has thereby been prepared. 


From Atlanta to Chattanooga, 132 
miles, the route of the Sherman-John- 
ston campaign of 1864, is as sure to 
become one of the most inviting auto- 
mobile routes in all Dixle as the south 
comes into her own in highway and 
industrial development. It is today 
popular—in fact, not a day passes but 
that the trip is made from one city to 
the other in a big auto. More than 
that, all along the line, the farmfolk, 
the wealthy stock raisers, the mer- 
chants and the tradesfolk have caught 
the spirit of the development of the 
proposed highway along the route, and 
they are lending encouragement to it 
in a material way. 

Why shouldn't it be popular? Sweep- 
ing through north Georgia, at the rate 
of 25 to 30 miles an hour in a giant 
auto. following closely the tracery of 
the notable march, viewing the wide 
expanse of fleecy cotton, dotted by ne- 
gro pickers; gazing upon the golden- 
rod that fringes the roadside, meeting 
high wagons loaded with loose cotton 
en route to the gin; listening to the 
groan of the canemill and the screech 
of the machinery of the cotton gin, 
gives a combined impression of the old 
south and the new. This 132 miles em- 
phasize the going on, the eagerness 
and rapidity with which new condi- 
tions are finding a firm foothold—and 
one of these conditions is better roads.

They 
are Overgrown with briars and sedge, 
and are in a perfect state of preserva- 
tion, and the strategical potnts of the 
battle of May 9%, 1864, between General 
Canty's two brigades of Mississippians 
and McPherson's army of 23,000, who 
were attempting to seize the railroad 
bridge, are easily studied. 

No southern battlefield ts tn a more 
perfect state than is that of Resaca, 
on the banks of the Oostanaula river, 
and the big covered bridge by which 
the river is crossed fs an interesting 
object, representing the antebellum 
methods of bridge-building.

The road itm- 
provement in Gordon county renders 
all of these battlefields accessible by 
auto. 


Whitfield Roads Excellent. 

The goods roads of Whitfield county 
are a revelation to the person who 
travels over them. From the Gordon 
county line to Dalton, and thence to 
the Catoosa eounty line, the Whitfield 
county authorities have graded the 
roads, providing a clay base and us- 
ing gravel for a surface. The split-log 
drag has been used to great advan- 
tage, and under the leadership of 
Frank T. Reynolds and other promi- 
nent men of Dalton, the sentiment for 
good and better roads has crystallized 
and is now pronounced. 

The hills of Whitfield county are not 
as steep as has been reported. There 
is not one but that can easilv be 
negotiated, and there is no likelihood 
of a breakdown, and an auto is not in 
jeopardy in making a run _ through 
Whitfield county. 


Historic Rocky Face.

GREAT INDUSTRY 


Their Procuct Goes Qvar the 
Entire Country, 


Atlanta Furnishes Enough 
Nails to Equip Builders and 
Contractors of Entire State. 
Many Other Products Are 
Also Turned Out. 


In the one large steel mill in this 
city there are 356,000 tons of finished 
products turned out annually by 700 
workmen who make their homes in At- 
lanta. Of that extensive production, 
for bit of which there is good 
market, a large percentage is nalls. 
Last year’s output of nails amounted 
to 250,000 kegs, comprising every size 
from the shortest to the longest. 

Besides nails the local plant turns 
out plain, galvanized, annealed and 
barbed wire to supply the steady de- 
mand which grows with the opening 
up of new agrgcultural and stockrais- 
ing lands. Staples and wire fencing 
are made also. 

One of the principal products of the 
mills and one most in demand is cot- 
ton ties. It takes millions of tiles to 
bale the 2,200,000 or more bales pro- 
duced yearly by Georgia alone and 
many of those which annually wear 
out are replaced by Atlanta-made ties. 

Since the first mill of the Atlanta 
Steel company was put in operation 
In 1901 the’ growth of the plant has 
been continuous. It now comprises 
about a score of buildings of modern 
construction. There are now in full 
operation two $5-ton basic open-hearth 
steel furnaces, five heating furnaces, 
one 25-inch blooming mill, one semi- 
continuous rod mill, one 8-inch hoop 
and cotton tie mill, two automatic 
spike machines, one 18-inch light rail 
mill, 36 wire drawing blocks, 41 nail 
machines, one bale tie machine, 10 
barbed wire machines, one field fence 
machine, one galvanizing plant and sev- 
eral mechanical and electrical depart- 
ments. 

The first product of the mill was 
hoop and cotton ties but a large de- 
mand for fencing and nails early mans 
ifested itself and the manufacture of 
those things was soon taken up, to- 
gether with that of spikes and bars 
for reinforcement of concrete. The 
latter has developed into one of the 
most important ends of the business 
and it is expected that the interest 
which the south is showing in concrete 
construction will be reflected by a 
steady growth in demand for bars 
made in this city.

The Beginning of Atlanta. 

Atlanta was founded in 1833, 
it was known as Terminus, because It 
end of a railroad built from 
middle Georgia to that point. The 
Western and Atlantic railroad was 
projected and finally built from Atlan- 
ta to Chattanooga. Other railroads 
were successively built to Atlanta from 
various directions, and the town be- 
came a railroad center. It was in that 
early day that John C. Calhoun, the 
great South Carolina statesman, who 
had a profound knowledge of condl- 
tions in the south, predicted that At- 
lanta would be a great city. He based 
his opinion upon the fact that the 
topography of the southeastern states 
is such that Atlanta was the natural 
point of convergence for railroads 
which would be built parallel with the 
Appalachian chain of mountains Iintv 
the southeast and the western lines 
which would be built from the Mis- 
sissippi valley towards the south At- 
lantic seaboard. Gaps in the moun- 
tains locate the direction of these 
railways and bring them to Atlanta 
as a common center. 

Calhoun’s Prediction Fulfilled. 

This prediction has literally 
fulfilled and Atlanta is a railroad cen- 
ter from which fourteen lines radiate 
in different directions, tapping the At- 
lantic and gulf coasts, and reaching 
northward, eastwaré, westward and 
northwestward. There is no part of 
the south Atlantic or gulf coasts which 
be reached by rail from At- 
lanta in eighteen hours and for this 
reason General Sherman declared that 
Atlanta would always be a stragetic 
point in war, and a commanding cen- 
er in times of peace. 

The same authority declared that he 
kept 100,000 men around Atlanta for 
six months in the summer and fall 
1864 and that there was no place 
on the continent where he could have 
kept so large a body of men in better 
health. 

Because of that memorable campaign 
Atlanta is and always will be a point 
of historic interest. Three battles were 
fought about Atlanta: First, the bat- 
tle of Peachtree creek, four or five 
miles to the north of the city; second, 
the battle of Atlanta, about the same 
distance to the east, and the battle 
of Ezra church, three miles to the 
southwest
